WALL STREET COMPARATIVELY QUIET. 


Nearly All of the Excitement of the Last 
| Few Days Passed, 

Nzw Ton, Sept. 16.—[ Special.] — Whether 
it was the continuous heavy rains or a senti- 
ment of greater security than usual which 
affected Wall street today, the fact was that 
very nearly all of the excitement of the previ- 
ous two days had disappeared.

The minority in the Cortes, which quieted 
down yesterday after the assault of the Pro- 
gressist priest Biandao on Maj. Serpa 
Pinto, and the temporary suspension 
of the. sitting is. represented by an 
apparent majofity among the people, and 
if the military, as is feared, refuses to assist in 
the restoration of order, blood may be spilled 
in the city’s highways very soon. 
It is possible that the rage of the 
people will exhaust itself in tumult 
and personal attacks short of assassina- 
tion, but at this moment the gravest appre- 
hension is felt, and misdirected patriotism 
threatens to bring about a terrible revolution. 
The royal family, the Ministers, the Govern- 
ment party, the Diplomatic Corps, foreign 
residents, and all peaceable citizens are in a 
state of utter helplessness for the time being. 

The Portuguese Cabinet has resigned and 
Chrisostomo Abren has been intrusted with 
the formation of a new Ministry.

In the Cortes last night Sefior Navarro, 
Progressist, introduced a motion to the effect 
that all American explorers deserve well of 
their country.

THE CITY’S ATTACK ON THE TRUST. 


Opinions Differ as to the Course Mr. Hutch- 
inson Has Taken. 

There seems to be a conflict of opinion as to 
whether Corporation Counsel Hutchinson has 
adopted the right course in the suit he has 
brought against the Gas Trust. Its attorneys 
at any rate are of that opinion. J. W. Green 
said yesterday: 

“This suit is the most peculiar one I ever 
heard of and the matter seems to have been 
directed through the wrong channel, I can- 
not tell what prompted the bringing of the 
action, but I umagine that the nearing of the 
city election may have something to do with 
it.“ ’ 

A. W. Green said: It is a most ridiculous 
suit and is evidently instituted to make the 
gas companies give certain concessions to the 
city. Mr. Hutchinson has gone about this 
business in the wrong way. Our companies 
have special charters from the State, and to 
forfeit them proceedings can be brought only 
through the State’s-Attorney’s office.”’ 

In reply to the insinuation that the litiga- 
tion was in the interest of a crowd of city offi- 
cials who are trying to be&r the stock, Mr. 
Hutchinson said this was wrong. I know what 
Iam doing and am not asking advice from the 
trust, he continued. I propose to institute 
quo warranto proceedings through the State’s- 
Attorney, and I have the support of that office. 

I filed a bill in chancery against the gas 
companies. because that is a quick method 
and because there is a quo warranto suit still 
pending. But that is nothing. We are not 
through yet. I am going to commence quo 
warranto proceedings against all the compa- 
nies, and have talked to the Attorney General 
of the State concerning his codperation. We 
must have cheap gas; and that isn’t all, we’re 
going to have it. Ald. Cullerton’s propo- 
sition is in the line of this. I think his plan 
is pnactical and feasible. You see there is 
nothing in the charter giving the city power 
to manufacture gas and these companies may 
yet have rights. But still, these very com- 
panies may have erected the barriers that 
they now themselves cannot get over and thus 
afford the people the very methods for relief 
for which they have so long been praying. 
We are in this fight for keeps and shall push 
the thing to a conclusion.

At half-past 1 o’clock a procession, headed 
by the State Band and including the palace 
officers and directors, the Governor and staff, 
County Commissioners, and distinguished 
guests, led the way to the palace, whose great 
doors were for the first time thrown open to 
the expectant pubhe. More than a hundred 
men had worked all last night putting the fin- 
ishing touches to the exhibit spaces. The 
building itself, including the decorations, was 
completed Monday night. There was little 
disorder, and almost all the exhibits were full, 
while every feature more than carried out the 
announcement that had been made to the 
public. 

The formal opening exercises began when 
President P. G. Ballingall of the Palace Asso- 
ciatior pressed the eleotrio- button which start- 
ed the machinery. Simuitaneously the flag 
coiled at the top of the flagstaff on the main 
tower fluttered out on the breeze, and this was 
the signal for every bell and whistle in the city 
to voice the palace opening. Then the chorus 
of 180 voices, enforced by a large orchestra, 
sang the Gloria,“ by Mozart. Prayer was 
offered by the Rev. Dr. Ely. Mayor Epps de- 
livered the address of welcome, the State 
Band rendered an appropriate selection, and 
Gov. Horace Boies delivered the address of 
the day. The speech was devoted mainly to 
a discussion of the relati between capital 
and labor and a review of the mining indus- 
try of Iowa. Gov. Boies said if it ever hap- 
pened that the extreme men on either 
side of the labor question were able 
to sway the popular heart, and ar- 
ray upon the one side or the other 
all the people the struggle that would follow 
would end in the downfall of a nation.

THE NEW GOSPEL FOR THE FARMERS 
OF ILLINOIS. 


The Chicago organ of the Eastern mill 
bosses who are frying the fat out of Western 
consumers speaks approvingly of the re- 
port. that 100,000 documents are to be sent 
from Washington for distribution in Illinois 
during the present campaign. It says an 
„educational campaign is more needed in 
thisthan any other State, because there is 
“more misapprehension of the McKinley 
bill” here than anywhere else. It says 
further : 

The bill will soon be a law, and its real char- 
acter should be carefully, persistently, and clear- 
ly explained until its provisions become well 
understood. Our farmers need its protection. 
Why does not the Eastern mill bosses’ 
organ itself take up this pleasing and neces- 
sary duty instead of leaving it to people at 
Washington? It professes to have a large 
agricultural constituency. Why does it not 
proceed to enlighten them and keep at it till 
the last obstinate farmer owns up that it is 
right and proper that fat should be fried out 
of him and admits that the higher the neces- 
saries he buys are taxed the better for him? 
Why does not the organ explain to the 
farmer that it is his highest and holiest duty 
to pay more for many ot the necessaries of 
life in order that mill bosses in New Jersey, 
Connecticut, and Rhode Island may make 
larger profits—which they will not divide 
among their employés, which would increase 
their ability to buy, but which they will put 
into their own pockets till they spend them 
for the purchase of titled European husbands 
for their daughters? 

Why does it not explain carefully to its 
Granger readers that the main object of legis- 
lation is not and must not be to get wider 
markets for their surpluses, as Blaine pro- 
poses, so that they may get better prices for 
their crops, but must be to put the control of 
the home market so absolutely in the hands of 
the Easter mill-boss trusts that they can fleece 
the farmers to their hearts’ content, and the 
latter can have no redress? 

When this “organ” has convinced the 
farmers of Illinois that they were meant to be 
hewers of wood and drawers of water for 
Eastern mill bosses and that they ought to be 
thankful that their masters leave them the 
bare means of subsistence, the last vestige of 
disaffection with the McKinley bill will vanish 
from Illinois and the farniers will rally joy- 
fully to the defense of the new creed of 
“higher taxes for the good of the mill bosses ; 
no new markets wanted for the good of the 
agriculturist.”’ )

THE FAVORED-NATION CLAUSE. 

Senator Evarts made some weak constitu- 
tional objections to reciprocity which were 
easily disposed of by other Republican Sena- 
tors. The New York World is making also 
some weak objections of the same kind which 
can be refuted in a paragraph. It says there 
is a commercial treaty with Sweden and Nor- 
way which provides: 

There shall not be established in the United 
States of America, upon the products of the soil 
or industry of the Kingdoms of Sweden and Nor- 
way, any duties of any kind or denomination 
whatsoever, unless such duties shall likewise be 
established upon articles of like nature the growth 
of any other country. 

When Sweden and Norway make complaint 
that the sugar, rubber, hides, coffee or tea 
produced by ‘them are not admitted on equal 
terms with the sugar of Cuba and Venezuela, 
the coffee and rubber of Brazil, and the hides 
of the Argentine Republic, the point made by 
the Worid will be pertinent, and not till then. 

The same paper says it has been agreed 
between this country and Persia that 
the merchandise #mported or exported by the 
respective citizens or subjects of the two high 
contracting parties shall not pay in either coun- 
try, on their arrival or departure, other duties 
than those which are charged in either of the 
countries on merchandise or products im- 
ported or exported by the merchants and sub- 
jecte of the most favored nation, and no excep- 
tional tax, under any name or pretext whatever, 
shall be collected on them in either of the two 
countries. 

How much rubber, sugar, tea, coffee, or 
hides this country gets from Persia is not 
stated in the reports of imports. There is, in- 
deed, no mention of that country. If there is 
any Persian trade it is included m the item 
“all other countries and ports in Asia, 
$24,000." So never mind the Persian treaty. 
In conclusion the Worid says: The treaty 
is the supreme law.“ It is not. The Presi- 
dent and the Senate cannot by a treaty made 
with Persia or any other Power barter away 


an irrevocable compact. Congress may pass 
an act in violation of a treaty, and the offended 
nation may go to war about it if it pleases. 
Thus the Chinese treaty was set on one side 
because Congress saw that intolerable evils 
were growing out of it. 


CONSTITUTIONAL HAIR-SPLITTING. 
The New Orleans Times-Democrat, printed 
in a State where the Constitution is violated 
every time an election is held, professes to 
look upon the power given to the President by 
the reciprocity. amendment to reimpose duties 
in certain cases as dangerous and unconstitu- 
tional. If sugar was not being put on the free 
list the Times-Democrat would not feel so 
deeply on the constitutional subject. If the 
amendment were in the interest of the Louisi- 
ana sugar-planters it would think this power 
most wisely given. 

But what is it complaining of anyhow? 
Merely that Congress has directed the Presi- 
dent to do certain prescribed things in regard 
to reciprocal trade in case of the happening of 
certain events. It has told the President to 
reimpose certain duties if foreign countries 
refuse reciprocity. What those duties are to 
be Congress has prescribed. He cannot raise 
or lower them. 8 

Congress, which is not in perpetual session, 
knows there should be some one who can at- 
tend to these reciprocity matters at once when 
the emergency arises. It has ordered the 
President to see to them. If he refuses to 
obey he would be liable to be impeached. 
Even greater powers are exercised by the ex- 
ecutive branch of the English Government. 
The Canadian tariff is raised or lowered by 
“orders in council” in the Dominion. The 
new French tariff law will confer similar 
powers on the President of France. When 
Congress adjourns next March it will be till 
December. Is there to be no way of dealing 
with foreign nations which are legislating 
against this country between those months? 
Congress thinks otherwise, and has told the 
President just what todo and how to do it. 
His path is plain and his discretion very 
limited, * 

The reason the Democrats object to this

In accordance with the postponement con- 
sented to by the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission, however, the Rock 
Island and the Alton yesterday announced 
that they would amend their notices of reduc- 
tion so as to fix the date as Oct. 1. None of 
the other roads were at first disposed to obey 
the order of the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission, and they are still inclined to ignore 
it except where the reduction by the Rock Isl- 
and and Alton will make a reduction neces- 
sary to get the business at 3 points.
